An Act to amend the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition)

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. (1) This Act may be called the Contract Labour (Regulation and Short 

Abolition) Amendment Act, 1986. title and

2. In section 2 of the Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Amend ~ 
Act, 1970 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), in sub-section a,.” 37 f Q f 
(1), for clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:— 1970 . 

‘ (a) "appropriate Government” means,— 

(i) in relation to an establishment in respect of which the 
appropriate Government under the Industrial Disputes Act, 

1947, is the Central Government, the Central Government;

(ii) in relation to any other establishment, the Government 
of the State in which that other establishment is situate;'. 

3. (I) The Contract Labour (Regulation and Abolition) Amendment 
Ordinance, 1986, is hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken 
under the principal Act, as amended by the said Ordinance, shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken under the principal Act, as amend¬ 
ed by this Act.
